And What HavaYou

Since we don’t use any kind of 
sweetener in our coffee or tea this 
recent move to take saccharin off 
the market has not had much effect 
on us. But, it apparently has a 
number of people aroused. 
Noticed in The Monahans News 
where Marian Rodgers in his 
column blames the sugar industry 
for first getting cyclamates banned 
and now saccharin. 
Since we don’t use it we have not 
kept up with all the news about 
saccharin but Rodgers says that it 
seems that rats fed 5 percent of 
their diets in saccharin over a 
lifetime developed cancer of the 
bladder. Another researcher said 
that monkeys were not affected at 
all by the use of saccharin. 
Now we have no intention of 
getting into the question of whether 
man is more like a rat or a monkey. 
But Rodgers does go on to point 
out that in order for humans to 
make saccharin 5 percent of their 
diet, one would have to drink 800 
diet drinks a day throughout a 
lifetime. That would average out a 
12 ounce sugar free drink nearly 
every minute of the waking day. 
Or, it would be equivalent to 150 
gallons a day. 
He goes on to point out that not 
long ago, a woman died from an 
overdose of water and she only 
drank three or four gallons a day. 
She thought she had cancer and 
tried to “wash it out of her 
system.” Her tissues became so 
saturated with water that she died. 
Rodgers says that he is not 
convinced that there is a danger in 
saccharin but will admit there may 
be a slight possibility. After all, he 
says, those people in their 70’s 
during World War II who used 
saccharin 
when 
sugar 
was 
rationed, have all died by now. 
And he goes on to suggest to the 
TDA that they concentrate on 
pickles. Saying that if you eat only 
half a pickle a day for ninety years, 
you run a very high risk of dying. 
And that those who have eaten 
pickles for only 70 years generally 
have white hair and have lost all 
their teeth. After only 40 years the 
skin begins to wrinkle and gets 
progressively worse. 
Or, he goes on to say, the FDA 
could pick on sugar and get that 
industry off their back. In a much 
larger percentage than you found 
from your rats, people using sugar 
have suffered from “fattithighs,” a 
condition that has been known to 
spread over the entire body. 
Since we don’t use the stuff this is 
not really our battle but to those of 
you that do use saccharin we would 
suggest that you get organized and 
demand a little more proof about 
the dangers of this sweetener. 


About this time every two years 
those folks we send to Austin al­ 
ways seems to come up with a real 
neat simple way to solve all the 
state’s money problems. Just put a 
tax on all the refineries in Texas. 
Now this sounds just great. All 
the products shipped out of the 
state will be paying that five 
percent tax as well as the products 
used within the state. This way 
everybody helps pay our taxes. 
Now how can you get a better 
deal than that. The only question is 
why should a refinery pay a five 
percent tax to do business in Texas 
when they can move to another 
state and avoid the tax. Texas 
currently has about 26 percent of 
the refineries in this country, but 
this number could drop pretty fast. 
Refining is the second largest 
industry in the state and at a time 
when Texas is trying so hard to lure 
more industry it just doesn’t make 
much sense to run off one of the 
best ones you have. 
It is just another one of those 
ideas that sounds good until you 
look at it a little closer. 
Another one of those good ideas 
that is being threatened in Austin is 
to eliminate the limit on Directory 
Assistance charging. Now since it 
is not likely that you ever use

First of all, let me destroy 
“The Passover Plot” with it • 
claims that Jesus was not the 
Christ. That His death, 
burial, and resurrection was 
a fraudulent plot to uplift His 
fame and secure material 
gain for Himself. That Jesus 
is the Christ, is amply stated 
in the gospel accounts and 
elsewhere 
in

New

(John 1:1-15; 17-5; Mt. 1:18-

29; Jn. 8:58 with Ex. 3:13-15; 
Jn. 10:11 with Psa. 23 and 
Ezek. 34:27-31; Mt. 25:31-33 
with Ezek. 34:17; Jn. 1:4-9 
with Isa. 60:15-20; Tit. 1:3-4; 
2:11, 13; 3:4, 6; Phil. 2:54; 
Heb. 1:1-3; Col. 1:16-17; Eph. 
3:9) 
Concerning His death, 
burial, and resurrection, it ie, 
as was our first point of 
discussion, a matter of in­ 
spiration — whether you 
believe the Bible is or not! 
The reason I suggested so 
many passages was to refute 
anyone who denies that Jesus 
is God. 
In regard to the death of 
Jesus, it was foretold and 
fulfHied. (Isa. 53 and Mt. 9:15, 
27) “The Passover Plot” says 
Jesus didn't die, he just 
“swooned” on the cross and 
later fell dead in a ‘strange* 
tomb. Well, the scriptures 
say He died (Jn. 19:31-35), 
and also common sense says 
He died! For example, here’s 
a group of soldiers that say 
He was dead, and pierced His 
side with a spear thereby 
giving forth blood and water, 
which medically indicates the 
heart was pierced and also 
the pericardium bringing 
forth the blood and water and 
fulfilling the prophecy of 
John 19:36-37. These men are 
experts at this and they say 
He died. “Tile Passover Plot” 
says He did not! Who do you 
believe? 
Likewise, His burial was in 
a specific tomb and not a 
‘strange’ one. (Jn. 19:38-42; 
Mt. 27:57-61) As for His 
resurrection, it was also 
prophesied (Psa. 16:10-11; 
Acts 2:25-36; 13:31-37), even 
by Jesus. (Mt. 16:21; 17:9-23) 
Without the resurrection of 
Jesus, we have nothing! 
(Rom. 6:3-11; I Cor. 15) But 
again common sense will 
argue my faith in His 
resurrection. Their claim is 
that Jesus' body was stolen, 
or that He escaped from the 
tomb. Well, the scriptures 
say he was not capable of 
escape, nor was there any 
availability given to steal the 
body of our Lord. 
He (Jesus) coukto't escape 
because of several reasons. 
First of all, He had boles in 
His hands, and a pierced side 
or heart, and wounded legs, 
with which He used to walk! 
Secondly, He was covered 
with IOO pounds of myrrh and 
aloes which was brought by 
Nicodemas for His burial. 
The cloths were saturated 
with the spicy mixtures, and 


wrapped around our Lord to 
farm a hard cocoon, similar 
to a mummy-form. Now how 
could an injured man such as 
Jesus, escape from such a 
situation? As for His body 
being taken, would you at­ 
tempt to defeat Roman 
guards? No, and neither 
would His disciples, for they 
were desponded to begin 
with! Would the Jews? They 
arranged for the guards! 
Nothing would please them 
more than to see 
this 
“blasphemous” Jesus made 
a liar. How about the Roman 
guards? The tomb had the 
seal of Caesar, and if they 
were to break it, their lives 
would be taken! So, toil me, 
who took Jesus' body? FU teU 
you! God did! (Jn. 19;Mt.27) 
So “The Passover Plot” is 
destroyed.

How does one think they 
arrived at that name? It was 
a wicked place with wicked 
men. (Gen. 13:13) Not even 
five righteous people could be 
found. (Gen. 18:26-33) They 
were so wicked they at­ 
tempted to "Know” (sex­ 
ually) the angels of God. 
(Gen. 19:1-24). 
In the Bible, Sodom and 
Gomorrah are used 
to 
represent evil. (Rev. 11:8; 
Deut. 29:23; lea. 13:19; Jere. 
19:18; Lam. 4:6; Amos 4:11) 
Even in our nation, when one 
wishes to express their 
opinion of an evil city or 
small town, you'll hear them 
say, "that place is a regular 
Sodom and Gomorrah.” 
God has always condemned 
Sodomy and commanded His 
people to abstain from it and 
those who practice it. (Deut. 
23:17; I Kings 14:24; 15:12; H 
Kings 23:7; I Kings 22:46) 
This may not be the popular 
thing, but it is the scriptural 
thing to heed! 
Now, if God condemned it, 
and Jesus it God, would He 
practice it? Not by any 
means! (See Jude 1,3,4,54). 
We must realize that people 
that practice such things will 
be lost. (2 Pet. 2:44) Jesus 
also 
condemned 
"for­ 
nication.” The Greek word is 
poroeia and it refers to lewd­ 
ness, uncleanness, whore­ 
dom, etc. Jesus condemned 
adultery which is fornication 
among mar nods. Homo­ 
sexuality can qualify under 
either of these terms. 
I sincerely hope this article 
will glorify God, and exalt IBs 
Son, our Savior. If you wish to 
study with me hi this, stop by 
the church h>«iMing or give 
me a eau.
